LATE PRISONERS OF WAR. 


Their Notable Reunion on the Oth and 


7th-Fifll List of Those in Attend- 


anca^-Vice Presidents Appoint- 


ed and Resolutions Adopted. 


As heretofore slated the surviving boys 


who wore the blue during the late war 
and fought for the preservation of the 
Union, and were prisoners ot war during 
the rebellion, held a reunion in Decatur 
in connection with the soldiers' love- 
feast given under the auspices of the Ma- 
con County Veteran Association, in con- 
junction with the 21st III. Vol. This 
gathering of ex-prisoners was the largest 
meeting of the kind that hat been held 
in this state, and gave unbounded satis- 
faction to those in attendance, as they 
grasped each other by the hand and look- 
ed each other in the face, (many of them 
for the first time for sixteen years) wiih 
moistening eye and quivering lip, each 
seeming |to realize what the other had 
suffered, both before and since the last 
parting at the gate of the prison pens of 
the rebels. And as they gathered in little 
groups and talked with a low, trembling 
voice of those they hud parted with, 
whose bones were carried out to he hid- 
den from the sight of their inhuman 
keepers, the tears would unbidden start, 
and their minds seemed so carried back 
to the scenes of their mutual suffering, 
that they could hardly reali/.e they were 
in "God's Country."
